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Extended alcohol sales hours 
fails due to lack of a second

Members of the Bracken 
County Fiscal Court again 
faced the issue of extended 
hours for alcohol sales at this 
past Wednesday’s meeting. 
Frank Baker, owner of Roost¬ 
er’s in Milford again asked 
magistrates to vote for the 
extended hours that would 
bring his establishments al¬ 
cohol sales in line with that 
of the city of Augusta’s busi¬ 
nesses. Currently, a ordinance 
handling alcohol sales in the 
county requires sales to end at 
midnight. However, because 
the city of Augusta is a class 
4 city, alcohol sales are al¬ 
lowed until 1 a.m. Mr. Baker 
asked for the extended hours 
to create equality across the 
county. 

Several citizens rose to 
speak out against the exten¬ 
sion of alcohol sales citing 
such issues as extended re¬ 
sponse time for medical per¬ 
sonnel and law enforcement 
in the event of an alcohol re¬ 
lated crash, due to Mr. Bak¬ 
er’s establishment being near 
the border of Bracken and 
Pendleton County. The iso¬ 
lated location means response 


time would be closer to twen¬ 
ty minutes or longer than in 
Augusta where response time 
would be less than 10 min¬ 
utes. As each person spoke 
they asked the magistrates to 
make smart decisions while 
others asked they consider 
more than the “church people” 
who were highly represented 
at the meeting. County At¬ 
torney Michael Clark ended 
the discussion with statistics 
he had accumulated over an 
18 month period from court 
appearances in Bracken Co. 
District Court. Those being 
that as the day went on, DUI’s 
increased as did the level of 
intoxication. Example from 
3-6 p.m. 4 DUI’s; 6-9 p.m. 15 
DUI’s with an average BAC 
(Blood Alcohol Content) 
of .146; 9 p.m. - 12 a.m. 20 
DUI’s with an average BAC 
of .157 and from 12-3 a.m. 18 
DUFs withaBAC of.163. 

After listening to the 
discussion Brooksville Mag¬ 
istrate John Corlis made mo¬ 
tion to accept the extended 
hours. With several minutes 
of no second motion, the is¬ 
sue failed. 


Rep. Mike Denham

240 families and affected 
969 people. Both these 
numbers reflect the largest 
amount of clients served in 
any month prior. This was 
also the third time they set 
records for the number of 
clients helped this year. 
Pastor Tony Cox says, 
“these numbers confirm 
that needs are growing in 
the area”. The Food Pantry 
is located at the Brooks¬ 
ville Baptist Church at 136 
W. Miami Street. 


The Farms to Food 
Banks program increases 
access to fresh produce 
among Kentucky’s food-in¬ 


secure households, includ¬ 
ing the 17% of Bracken Co. 
residents who don’t always 
know where their next meal 


will come from. The Ken¬ 
tucky Association of Food 
Banks purchases surplus 
and Number 2 grade pro¬ 
duce for distribution free 
of charge to individuals 
in need. The produce is 
distributed by association 
member Freestore Food- 
bank to its partner agencies 
such as Brooksville Bap¬ 
tist Church. Farms to Food 
Banks increases cash flow 
for Kentucky’s farmers 
and provides fresh, healthy 
produce to hungry Ken¬ 
tuckians. 

The Kentucky Asso¬ 
ciation of Food Banks is 
comprised of seven food 
banks that reach all 120 
counties of Kentucky and 
serve an estimated 1 in 7 of 
all Kentuckians annually. 
Last year, members distrib¬ 
uted 50.9 million pounds 
of food and grocery prod¬ 
ucts to over 1,000 charita¬ 
ble feeding agencies such 
as pantries, soup kitchens, 
and shelters.

Hubert McDonald Hill 

To travel back only a few 
years and to call to mind mem¬ 
ories and friendship founded 
in youth there is the outstand¬ 
ing remembrance of cheerful, 
big-hearted, ambitious, intel¬ 
lectual, patriotic Hubert Mc¬ 
Donald Hill of Lenoxburg. 

In a very real sense, Hu¬ 
bert Hill gave himself for us, 
first sacrificing his business, 
then his time and effort and fi¬ 
nally his life, that government 
by the people might be safe in 
the world. 

Hubert McDonald Hill 
was born at Portland, Pendle¬ 
ton county, May 13, 1889, and 
was the oldest child of the late 
General Merchant R. Y. Hill 
and Mrs. Jessie Hill; a brother 
of Ralph and Miss J. Marie 
Hill of Lenoxburg. When Hu¬ 
bert was only two years old the 
Hill family located at Lenox¬ 
burg, where R. Y. Hill success¬ 
fully conducted a general store 
for many years until he retired 
from active business. 

Hubert Hill went overseas 
with A. E. F. in July, 1918, as 
a member of a machine gun 
company, 316 th Infantry, 79 th 
Division. He was wounded by 
a light explosion on Sept. 27, 
1919, in the Argonne Forest, 
in the Meuse-Argonne offen¬ 
sive. He laid on the battlefield 
wounded a whole day. The 
enemy shelled the field hospi¬ 
tal that entire day and kept all

He was taken to the 
field hospital on the 28 th with 
several severe wounds and 
died the following day, Sept, 
29, 1919. His commanding 
officer said of him, “Hubert 
Hill was an excellent soldier, 
of the highest character and 
fell fighting in a most brilliant 
advance in face of the stron¬ 
gest resistance.” 

He is buried in the Meuse- 
Argonne cemetery in France, 
and while you are reading 
these lines, his mother is ‘over 
there’ with the American Gold 
Star Mothers, decorating his 
grave. 

Ralph Hill was also a sol¬ 
dier. The brothers were in the 
same battle at Argonne Forest. 
Ralph was with the 37 th Divi¬ 
sion. Their divisions were 
side by side, but they never 
saw each other. In fact, Hubert 
never knew that Ralph was 
in the 37 th Division. Though 
the members of the Hill fam¬ 
ily wrote regularly and often, 
he never received a letter from 
home, owing to the fact of his 
division’s rapid advancement 
forward the front. All the let¬ 
ters that they had written were 
returned by the Seventh Army 
Postoffice to the family after 
his death. 

To live in the hearts we 
leave behind is not to die. The 
Hubert M. Hill Post, Ameri¬ 
can Legion, of Augusta, is 
a perpetual memorial to his 
memory.—John Pearl in the

A CHRISTIAN OBLIGATION 
by Pastor Cornelius R. Stam 

Three times in Rom. 1:14-16, the Apostle Paul uses the 
phrase “I am,” and each one carries an important message 
for every true believer in Christ. 

First he says in Verse 14: “I am debtor” — debtor to 
all men, to tell them about the saving work of Christ. But 
why was he indebted to people he had never even seen? 
For several reasons. 

First, he had in his hand what they needed to be saved 
from the penalty and power of sin. If I see a drunkard lying 
across the railroad track and I do nothing about it, am I 
not a murderer if he is killed by the train? If I see a man 
drowning and I have a life buoy in my hand but do not 
throw it to him, am I not a murderer if he goes down for 
the last time? If I see millions of lost souls about me and, 
knowing the message of salvation, do not tell them, am I 
not guilty if they die without Christ? 

Further, Paul felt himself a debtor to others, because 
the Christ who had died for his sins had also died for the 
sins of others. As he says in II Cor. 5:14,15: “Christ died 
for all, that they which live should not henceforth live 
unto themselves but unto Him who died for them and rose 
again.” 

Finally, the Christ who had died for Paul’s sins, had 
commissioned him to tell others of His saving grace. Thus 
he says in I Cor. 9:16,17: 

“Woe is unto me if I preach not the gospel! For... a 
dispensation of the gospel is committed unto me.” 

Paul could say further what every true believer should 
be able to say: Not, “I am debtor, but,” but rather, “I am 
debtor... So , as much as in me is I am ready ” (Rom. 1:15). 
He was ready to discharge his debt because he had that with 
which to discharge it — the wonderful “gospel of the grace 
of God.” And he did indeed make this message known to 
others with all that was in him. 

And now the third “I am”: “I am debtor... so I am 
ready... for / am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ, for 
it is the power of God unto salvation to every one that 
believeth...” (Ver. 16). Paul was always proud to own 
Christ as the mighty Savior from sin. Do you know Christ 
as your Savior? Do you tell others about Him?

The 
ministry providing the 24/7 
care and love they need, 
does not place them up for 
adoption but meets the needs 
of the children during their 
time there. This ministry also 
provides a weekly prison 
visit and in doing so is given 
the opportunity to minister 
to the mothers as they bond 
with their children. 

“The Bread of Life 
Cafe” is a 150 seat restaurant 
and has an addition meeting 
room that seats 100. 
This restaurant provides 
an opportunity for the 
handicapped children to feel 
needed and also make some 
extra spending money, an 
opportunity that they would 
otherwise not have had. 

Just a few of the 
suggested items that are 
needed are pampers, bottle 
liners, disposable latex 
gloves, light bulbs, paper 
towels, garbage bags, 
infant clothes, liquid hand 
soap, paper plates, napkins, 
baby wipes, fabrics for the 
residents to make hand-made 
braided rugs.

been trying to contact the 
Solid Waste Coordinator of 
Harrison County to find the 
exact location of the amnesty.

Because 
tire retailers are required 
to charge a fee for disposal 
of the tires that they sell, 
any tire retailer, including 
agricultural tire retailers, are 
not eligible to participate in 
tire amnesties.

Another question last 
week concerned the removal 
of large items by Rumpke.

INFLAMED EYELIDS 


The inflammation of the 
eyelids known as “blepharitis” is 
often confused with (“pink eye”) 
because their symptoms appear 
to be so similar. However, unlike 
conjunctivitis, blepharitis, which 
is characterized by inflamed, 
itchy, red eyelids, is not 
contagious. The inflammation 
is caused by excessive oil being 
produced by the glands near the 
eyelid, which results in an over¬ 
growth of bacteria that normally 
reside on the skin. Allergies may 
also cause the crust that forms 
along the eyelash line. Once the 
condition is properly diagnosed, 
treatment involves careful daily 
cleansing of the edges of the 
eyelids, which removes the skin 
oils that cause the bacteria to 
overgrow. Continued attention 
to eyelid cleanliness helps 
prevent further episodes of 
blepharitis.

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Kentucky’s 2012-13 deer 
season to open Sept. 1 

When Kentucky’s 2012- 
2013 deer season opens with 
the beginning of archery 
hunting Sat., Sept. 1, there 
will be plenty of reasons for 
hunters to be optimistic. 

Last deer season was ar¬ 
guably the state’s best ever. 
A record 68 bucks taken in 
Kentucky qualified for entry 
into the Boone & Crockett 
record books, a record for 
the state. 

Kentucky hunters also 
posted the fourth best overall 
harvest withl 19,656 deer, the 
highest total since the 2008- 
09 season. In 96 of Ken¬ 
tucky’s 120 counties, hunters 
bagged more deer than in the 
2010-2011 deer season. 

“If you manage with an 
eye toward overall herd qual¬ 
ity, the trophies will come,” 
said Tina Brunjes, deer and 
elk program coordinator for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 

Good habitat, aggressive 
doe harvest and the one-buck 
limit are thought be the main 
reasons why Kentucky has 
developed a quality deer herd 
with ample hunting opportu¬ 
nities in all 120 counties. 

The trophy deer taken 
in Kentucky last season in¬ 
cluded 52 bucks with typical 
antlers scoring 160 or higher 
and 16 bucks with non-typi¬ 
cal antlers scoring 185 or 
higher. The deer came from 
44 different Kentucky coun¬ 
ties: from Fulton County in 
the west to Pike County in the 
east. A decade ago, Kentucky 
produced just 34 Boone & 
Crockett record book deer. 

Weather, one factor that 
biologists can’t control, of¬ 
ten has a big impact on how 
many deer are available to 
hunters and how many are 
harvested. 

It’s too early to fully as¬ 
sess the impact of this sum¬ 
mer’s drought, which has 
affected about two-thirds of 
the state. “Early on we had 
good conditions for fawning. 
The spring was warm and 
wet, with lush undergrowth,” 
said Brunjes. “But drought 
conditions may have com¬ 
promised mast production 
and the availability of green 
forage in some areas.” 

The Aug. 14 Drought 
Monitor issued by the Na¬ 
tional Weather Service cate¬ 
gorized the Jackson Purchase 
Region of Kentucky and 
parts of 18 counties direct¬ 
ly to the east of that region 
in exceptional or extreme 
drought. Central Kentucky 
counties range from moder¬ 
ate drought to abnormally 
dry, but parts of more than 
35 southern and eastern Ken¬ 
tucky counties have received 
normal rainfall levels. 

Brunjes speculated that 
if the dry conditions per¬ 
sist in western Kentucky, it 
could impact the deer har¬ 
vest there. “A poor mast crop 
compounded by com and 
soybean fields shriveled up 
would put deer on the move 
looking for food. That could 
mean harvest totals will be 
higher than usual,” she said. 

In parts of central and 
eastern Kentucky that have 
received near-normal rain¬ 
fall levels, Bmnjes encour¬ 
ages landowners to continue 
pre-season mowing of their 
hunting areas. “Even though 
our fields are dry, there’s still 
a lot of clover out there,” 
said Bmnjes. “August is a 
good time to cut back the 
dead grass, to stimulate re¬ 
growth.” 

Clover, a cool season le¬ 
gume, is an important food 
source for deer until heavy 
frosts come in late October. 
There’s plenty of time left for 
rains to benefit clover fields. 

Pre-season mowing 
should also include cutting 
trails and wildlife openings in 
your hunting area. “You need 
to be able to easily and qui¬ 
etly get to your treestand or 
ground blind, and you need

to be able to see. In some ar¬ 
eas the weeds are really tall 
this year,” she said. 

Kentucky’s deer herd 
is now estimated to number 
about 850,000, down from 
one million in 2003. “Our 
herd is now stable,” said 
Bmnjes. “A stable herd is 
a robust herd that can with¬ 
stand drought and other big 
changes in weather and food 
availability.” 

Although yellow or 
brown grass covers much 
of Kentucky, hunters should 
have many deer available 
to them when they hit the 
woods this fall.

ated to show appreciation 
for both the economic and 
social achievements of the 
American worker. From the 
very first federal Labor Day 
holiday celebrated in 1894 
to today, the first Monday 
in September has rightfully 
been reserved nationally as a 
time to recognize the contri¬ 
butions of the worker to our 
nation’s prosperity. 

It is the American work¬ 
er, in whatever capacity he 
or she is employed, who has 
helped to give the U.S. the 
highest standard of living and 
best production output of any 
nation in world history. We 
would not be the great nation 
that we are today without the 
American worker, no matter 
what temporary economic 
struggles we may face to¬ 
gether over time. 

Even today, with eco¬ 
nomic recovery tentative in 
Kentucky and the U.S. over 
the next year or two, we 
know the American worker 
stands at the ready—with 
great spirit and skill—to once 
again make our economy 
great. And it is that American 
worker to whom I gladly pay 


One of the greatest 
friends of the American work¬ 
er in our nation’s history was 
President Woodrow Wilson. 
It was nearly a century ago 
that President Wilson spoke 
frankly about his vision for 
the American worker when 
he made this statement: 

“Let me... remind you,” 
wrote Wilson, “that it is only 
by working with an energy 
which is almost superhuman 
and which looks to uninter¬ 
ested spectators like insanity 
that we can accomplish any¬ 
thing worth the achievement. 
Work is the keystone of a 
perfect life. Work and trust in 
God.” 

And work we do. There 
were 2.06 million people in 
the non-farm civilian labor 
force in the Commonwealth 
as of July 12, according to fed¬ 
eral labor statistics. Around 
366,900 are employed in 
the trade, transportation and 
utilities sector, according to 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. The government 
sector comes in a close sec¬ 
ond with 327,000 Kentucky 
workers, while education and 
health care, manufacturing, 
and business or professional 
services round out the list of 
the state’s largest non-farm 
employers. 

In the farming sector, 
Kentucky had around 85,000 
farmers listed as principal 
operators based on the most 
recent federal agriculture 
census from 2007. (The next 
federal agriculture census 
will be conducted this year, 
with forms mailed to farm 
operators this December.) 

All of this economic 
activity is happening, as of 
July, at a seasonally adjusted 
rate of 8.3 percent state un¬ 
employment—a much lower 
rate than the 10.2 percent 
joblessness we experienced 
in 2010 and 9.5 percent un¬ 
employment rate from this 
time last year—and a U.S. 
jobless rate of 8.3 percent, the 
lowest rate since Feb. 2009. 
Locally, the unemployment 
rate per county as of July is 
also falling ever lower with 
7.4 percent unemployment in 
Bracken County, 9.4 percent 
in Fleming County, and 8.6 
percent in Mason County. 

So, while employment 
and unemployment rates are 
still not quite where we want 
them to be in our state and 
nation, they are improving. 
And we still have much to be 
thankful for as workers here 
in the Bluegrass State and 
the 155 million-strong U.S. 
workforce look toward this 
Labor Day. 

We are thankful for the 
opportunity to live and work 
in a nation where any person 
can strive to achieve greatness 
with the right knowledge, at¬ 
titude and work ethic. For we 
know that President Wilson’s 
thoughts on hard work ring as 
true today as they did nearly 
100 years ago. 

“Work is the keystone of 
a perfect life. Work and trust 
in God.” 

Thank you, American 
worker, for all that you do for 
this great country.
